OBGANIC UNION. 


Tke Presbyterian 
General Assembly 
Make a Lonir Step in That Di- 
rection at Their Morn- 
ing Session. 


PHUIADKLPHIA, May 26.—The ques- 
tion of union came up again unexpect- 
edly this morning in the general assem- 
bly of the Presbytesians and a long step 
was made in the direcdon of organic 
union. The result was received with a 
perfect whirlwind of applause and con- 
gratulation among the commissioners 
and spectators. 
The report of the 
special committee of the conference to 
which had been referred, yesterday, all 
matters relating to treating with the 
southern assembly, was read by Rev. 
W. O. Young, D. D. 


The substance was that while it wonld 
be premature and improper to accept 
the report of last year's committee as a 
definite form of union, this assembly 
declares its hearty approval of all an 
swer's 
in 
the . committee's report 
touching the various questions sub- 
mitted to it by the committee of the 
southern assembly; furthermore, the 
general assembly expressed the hope 
that the fraternising spirit that had 
been manifested in these continental 
days might prove the beginning of an 
area of a more cordial fellowship and co- 
operation between the two assemblies of 
the Bresbyterian church. 


It was recemmended that the commit- 
tee of the conference appointed last year 
be continued, with the additicm of fiye 
members, to confer with any similar 
committees that might be appointed by 
the Southern assembly respecting co op- 
eration of the two branches of the 
church. 


The report concluded by declaring 
that this co-operation, in its fullest 
sense, could be accomplished only by 
organic union. 
The report was im- 
mediately adopted. 


The report of the standing committee 
on temperance recommended that the 
church people by no means sanction the 
trafBc in liquor, either by indorsing 
bonds of dealers, or renting buildings to 
them, and included resolutions 
dis- 
cledming political motives, but declaring 
in favor of the entire suppression of the 
traffic in intoxicating liquors as a bever- 
age. They recommend to the sessions 
that church membership be denied to 
liquor dealers. 


Dr. Howard Crosby opposed 
the 
adoption of a resolution denying church 
membership to liquor sellers. 
The re- 
port was adopted with only a few dis- 
senting voices. Adjourned until Mon- 
day.

soldier's and sailor's widow and or- 
phan."
